that  the  Ipve  of  sclf-gratificutiu:i,  which  con¬ 
trols  the  human  heart,  would  ountitiiially 
«im  at  the  consequent  ascendency,  w  hich 
would  require  some  concessions  I'rom  each; 
and  some  understanding  or  agreement  would 
be  necessary  to  regulate  their  relative  de¬ 
formity,  the  infractor  of  which  would  be 
subject  to  its  penalties.  Here  then  are  seen 
at  once  both  the  origin  and  object  of  civil 
law.  It  is  a  compact  entered  itito  by  the 
individuals  of  society,  to  secure  and  pt  rpe- 
tuate  the  blessings  of  social  intercourse. — 
As  the  object  of  law  is  the  protection  of  our 
rights,  it  should  repel  every  attempt  to  ir- 
Tado  them,  and  if  it  should  repel  attempts 
npon  our  rights,  then  it  must  bt;  furnished 
with  an  adequate  force  and  authorised  to 
employ  it. 

But  has  man,  (or  has  God,  either  in  the 
nature  of  things,  or  by  special  revelation, 
delegated  to  society)  any  right  to  rcgiilutc,by 
human  law,  the  observance  of  any  religious 
ordinance? 

Experience  has  shown  that,  except  in  the 
darkest  ages  of  superstition  and  mental 
slavery,  different  views  of  religion  tniist  and 
will  exist.  Man  is  so  much  disposed  to  ex¬ 
amine  into  the  reason  of  thitigs,  that  no 
sooner  is  the  door  of  free  inquiry  thrown 
open,  than  he  rushes  in,  to  gaze,  to  wonder, 
to  reason,  and  admire  ;  and  as  the  displays 
of  Divine  goodness  far  surpass  all  human 
conception,  so  the  imperfections  of  men  will 
arrive  at  various  conclusions.  But  while 
these  speculations  encroach  nut  on  the  rights 
of  others,  or  tend  to  su[)prcss  a  like  free  in¬ 
quiry  by  all,  they  are  our  individual  and  un¬ 
alienable  rights.  Because,  in  religion,  eve¬ 
ry  man  must  act  entirely  for  himself,  nor 
can  the  observance  of  any  code  of  human 
laws  qualify  us  to  stand  at  the  bar  for  the 
administration  of  eternal  justice. 

If  any  religion  can  be  safely  united  with 
law,  we  should  suppose  it  to  be  the  lenient 
principles  of  Christianity — that  the  mutual 
forbearance  which  Christ  inculcated  by  his 
whole  life  and  almost  constant  exhortation, 
would  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  for  the  lib¬ 
erty  of  conscience.  But  what  says  the  fact  ? 
Let  those  nations  which  have  submitted  to 
religious  thraldom  answer.  They  will  reply 
that  they  (lave  invariably  suffered  the  loss 
of  their  religious  liberty,  and  seen  that  reli 
gion,  which  was  enforced  upon  them  by  the 
sanction  of  the  law,  degenerated  into  the  vi¬ 
lest  BUiierstition.  All  union  of  Church  and 
State  has  been  productive  of  evil,  for  its 
very  province  is  to  suppress  free  inquiry, 
and  oflen  the  floodgates  of  error  ;  nor  has 
error  ever  been  slow  to  improve  her  advan¬ 
tage— open  has  she  shrouded  the  divine 
li^t  of  reason  and  revelation  with  the 
gloomy  mists  of  superstition  and  dread.  It 
is  her  peculiar  spirit  to  fetter  the  mind  and 
make  it  fear  that  light  which  would  expose 


her  owti  deformity.  This  was  the  demon 
which  caused  the  fair  light  of  female  beauty 
to  waste  it<  loveliness  amid  the  gloomy 
walls  of  the  nuimcry,  and  extorte<l  those 
unholy  vows  which  robbed  man  ol  his  great¬ 
est  earthly  blessing,  and  society  of  its  bright¬ 
est  ornament.  It  was  this  which  clothed  the 
meektiess  of  the  Christian  religion  w  ith  de¬ 
vastation  and  terr(»r,  nnd  lighted  the  funeral 
pile  t)f  self-devoted  and  hcip’lcss  innocence. 

Americans,  think  not,  because  of  your 
present  prosperity,  that  you  are  safe  from 
the  nttem|>ts  of  this  infernal  fiend.  Boast 
not  your  strength,  but  be  watchful.  Re¬ 
member  that  all  nations  have  I'allcn  by  a 
desj)ise<l  f«M».  Sec  the  collossal  power  of 
Rome,  falling  before  the  dtjspised  barbarian, 
and  the  boasting  Packenlunn  learning  by 
fatal  experience  the  valor  of  undisciplined 
militia.  Ask  that  strii»ling,  who  has  just 
learned  to  grapple  with  his  diflidence  long 
enough  to  quail'  his  glass  with  the  dignity 
of  mardiood,  if  he  thinks  that  he  shall  Hud 
an  old  age  of  drunkenness  ?  1  le  resents  the 
idea ;  he  wonders  if  you  have  lost  your  sen¬ 
ses,  while  every  repented  glass  is  riveting 
the  shackles  of  habit,  which  he  is  every  mo¬ 
ment  less  and  less  able  to  break. 

Now,  was  the  full  blow  to  be  struck  at 
ntice,  which  aimed  to  I'ell  our  lilierlics  to 
the  dust,  we  should  have  nothing  to  fear  ;  for 
there  exists  not  on  earth  a  power  sutlicicnl 
to  wrest  at  once  their  lilrcrties  from  these 
States.  It  is  only  by  a  long  course  of  in¬ 
trigue  and  insidious  steps,  that  it  can  be 
brought  about.  tSm  dl  encroachments  too, 
must  he  made  at  lir>t,  and  then  larger,  ns 
the  people  will  hear  it,  until  there  shall  re¬ 
main  nothing  worth  defending. 

Then  let  ns  guard  the  laws,  and  they  w  ill 
proteirt  us.  \V  ith  eagle-eyed  jealousy  seni- 
tinizc  every  innovation  of  law,  and  repel 
every  thing  that  is  tainted  with  snsjiieiou, 
until  the  most  tiionnigli  investigation  shall 
have  expunged  every  shadow  of  doubt. — 
Show  to  tlic  world  that  the  sons  appreciate 
the  lilH'rty  that  the  fathers’  blood  has  scaled, 
and  that  in  your  constancy  it  shall  find  a 
sure  support  and  safe  passport  into  the 
hands  of  posterity,  ll'gnemher  that  the 
only  province  of  law  is  the  protection  of  our 
rights,  not  the  enforcement  of  religious  ob¬ 
servances  ;  that  when  it  assumes  this  pre¬ 
rogative,  it  is  acting  on  forbidden  ground^ 
and  is  no  longer  law,  but  oppression.  Re¬ 
member  that  oppression  is  not  binding  on 
freemen  ;  and  that  the  wretch  who  does  not 
resist  is  well  w  orthy  the  appellation  of  vas¬ 
sal,  creature,  or  slave.  For  one,  sooner 
than  submit  to  any  thing  of  the  kind,  this 
head  shall  lie  low  even  with  the  clods  of 
the  valley^ _ M.  N.  B******».

METHODIST  MANAGEMENT 
IN  LAUKENS,  S.  C. 

Messrs.  F.ditors — In  a  letter  addressed 
to  you  some  months  since,  an  extract  from 
which  was  published  in  your  valuable  paper, 

I  noticed  that  I  had  then  lately  had  a  con¬ 
troversy  with  Rev.  Samuel  Neal,  a  Metho¬ 
dist  preaeher.  Circumstances  of  more  re¬ 
cent  date  induce  me  to  bring  the  subject  I 


again  before  your  readers.  The  manner  in 
wliicli  that  niteting  occurred  was  this.  I 
made  an  uppoiiitiiu  iit,  by  request,  to  preach 
at  a  mectiiiglioasc,  used  by  the  Methodists 
ill  this  district,  called  Peidniont,  on  the  4th 
Sunday  in  April  last.  A  Methodist  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  at  the  place  on  the  same  day, 
but  at  an  earlier  hour  than  my  appointment ; 
nnd  a  Baptist  meeting  late  in  the  afternoon. 
Being  in  the  neighborhood,  I  proceeded, 
with  mimliers  of  oar  friends,  to  attend  the 
Melliodist  meeting.  IV hen  we  arrived,  a 
minister  was  preaching  whose  name  1  am 
informed  is  Munroe  ;  nnd  from  what  little 
I  heard  of  his  discourse  I  thought  it  very 
good.  But  immediately  after  our  arrival  ho 
Liecnme  embarrassed,  ap]>arently,  and  soon 
disrontiiiucd  his  services,  and  dismissed  the 
meeting^;  alleging  as  a  reason  that  we  were 
probably  desirous  of  occupying  the  place  ; 
although  it  was  then  half  an  hour  to  the  lime 
at  w’hieh  our  meeting  was  a|)pointcd. 

The  audience  did  not  leave  the  place,  but 
after  supplying  themselves  with  water  from 
the  spring,  returned  to  their  seats.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Neal,  with  whom  I  was  before 
acquaiiitcxl,  went  up  to  the  meetinghouse  in 
company  witli  me;  nnd  there  was  another 
Methodist  minister  present  on  the  occasion, 
tliree  in  all,  w  ho  remained  during  our  meet¬ 
ing.  I  liaci  for  my  text  1  Cor.  xv  :  22,  nnd 
I  s|)()ke  with  unusual  freedom  and  energy. 
As  the  Methodist  audience  had  remained, 
anil  their  ministers  were  present,  I  thought 
I  had  good  reason  to  exiK'ct  a  reply  ;  nnd 
being  determined  to  give  a  fair  opportunity 
fur  either  of  them  to  do  so,  I  gave  notice  at 
the  close  of  my  sermon,  that  there  was  li- 
lierly  for  any  one  to  speak  on  the  subject ; 
and  added,  “  cither  by  way  of  confirmation 
orolijcction.”  IMr.  Neal  arose  and  came  into 
the  desk,  nnd  stated,  that  as  the  invitation 
had  licen  given,  and  as  he  did  nut  approve 
of  the  sentiments  of  the  discourse,  lie  felt  it 
to  Ik:  his  duty  to  give  his  views.  He  then 
jirocecded  to  reply  at  considerable  length  ; 
and  after  having  done  so,  gave  out  a  hymn, 
sang,  and  made  a  prayer,  and  gave  out  a 
number  of  appointments  for  himself  and 
others,  to  all  ajipearances  as  though  he  con¬ 
sidered  the  services  closed  ;  but  1  was  not 
to  be  prevented  from  delivering  a  rejoinder 
in  my  own  meeting.  1  therefore  requested 
the  [leople  to  remain  while  I  should  answer 
the  objections  that  my  Br.  had  offered,  which 
I  proceeded  to  do.  Having  taken  notes,  I 
was  enabled  to  rcjily  to  every  paragraph 
which  he  had  uttered.  When  I  closed,  I 
asked  him  if  he  wished  to  speak  again  ;  to 
which  he  answered  in  the  negative  ;  adding 
at  the  same  time,  that  the  patience  of  the 
audience  was  completely  exhausted  ;  which 
I  received  ns  a  direct  reproof  for  having  oc¬ 
cupied  so  much  time  in  rejoining.  The 
meeting  was  then  closed,  and  I  parted  with 
Mr.  Neal,  after  receiving  an  invitation  to 
visit  him  at  his  house,  on  some  subsequent 
visit  to  this  district. 

It  would  not  liecome  me  to  say  much  on 
my  own  authority  of  the  success  of  my  reply 
to  Mr.  Neal ;  but  I  will  merely  observe  that 
I  felt  fully  satisfied  with  my  performance, 
and  it  appeared  to  he  a  general  imprcMion, 
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that  he  was  wurstcd  in  the  undertaking.  As 
1  still  have  the  notes,  I  could  give  the  whole 
subject  to  tile  public,  should  it  be  required. 
Mr.  Neal  appeared  to  manifest  u  conscious¬ 
ness  that  he  had  failed  ;  for  on  my  visiting 
him  in  June,  he  requested  me  to  appoint  ano¬ 
ther  meeting  at  the  same  place,  at  which 
each  of  us  should  deliver  a  discourse,  and 
that  neither  of  us  should  reply.  To  this  ar¬ 
rangement  I  agreed,  and  the  fourth  Sunday 
in  August  was  fixed  on  os  the  time,  lie 
then  made  the  request  that  one  of  his  hretii- 
ren  should  have  an  opportunity  to  give  an 
exhortation  after  the  two  sermons  were  de¬ 
livered.  To  this  I  also  assented  on  the  con¬ 
dition  that  I  should  have  the  same  privilege 
of  having  an  assistant  to  si>eak  on  the  occa¬ 
sion.  It  was  also  agreed  that  I  should  de¬ 
liver  the  first  discourse,  and  that  his  should 
follow  it.  Matters  being  thus  arranged,  the 
notice  was  made  public  at  my  meeting  in 
June.  There  was  this  reserve,  however, 
on  the  part  of  Mr.  Neal  at  the  time,  that  if 
his  Presiding  Elder  should  forbid  his  hohl- 
ing  this  meeting  with  me,  he  should  be  at 
liberty  to  withdraw  the  appointment  so  far 
as  he  should  be  concerned.  Thus  matters 
rested  during  my  journey  to  (uorgia. 

Yesterday  was  the  time  of  this  appoint¬ 
ment  ;  and  when  I  arrived  in  the  district, 
with  I3r.  Linch  fur  my  assistant,  I  learned, 
nut  only  that  the  nppointinent  was  with¬ 
drawn  on  Mr.  Neal's  part,  but  that  a  two 
days’  meeting  had  been  appointed  for  him 
within  a  few  miles  of  the  place,  to  be  hulden 
on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  with  the  view, 
as  is  manifest,  to  prevent  as  many  as  pos¬ 
sible  from  attending  my  meeting  ;  and,  in 
addition  to  this,  a  report  had  been  .circula¬ 
ted  by  itcu  Methodist  ministers  that  01^/ 
was  dead ;  having  renounced  my  sciitimetiLs, 
and  died  in  despair  A  siniihir  report 

also  was  currently  circulated  in  this  district 
concerning  Br.  Linch,  by  the  same  persons. 
But  notwithstanding  all  the  means  which 
had  been  used  to  hinder  the  people  iruin  at¬ 
tending,  there  were  more  persons  present 
than  could  be  accommodated  in  the  house, 
who  listened  with  fixed  attentiotj,  while  I 
laboreil  to  exhibit  the  system  of  (lod's  go¬ 
vernment  of  his  offspring,  in  accordance 
with  the  declaration  of  the  beloved  apostle — 
“  God  is  love." 

.\t  the  commencement  of  the  services  I 
took  occasion  to  state  the  facts  of  the  case, 
and  point  out  the  conclusion  to  which  they 
led  my  mind.  I  did  not  blame  3Ir.  Neal, 
because  I  believe  he  would  have  acted  en¬ 
tirely  different,  if  he  had  not  been  under  au¬ 
thority  which  he  had  obligated  himself  to 
obey,  even  contrary  to  his  own  opinion  of 
right ;  for  he  said  to  me,  at  his  house,  that 
his  brethren  had  told  him  he  was  doing 
wrong ;  but  he  did  not  think  so.  and  that 
he  should  act  as  he  thought  right,  unless  his 
Presiding  Elder  should  forbid  him.  The 
reason  assigned  fur  requiring  Mr.  Neal  to 
withdraw,  I  was  told,  w;is,  that  joining  in 
such  a  meeting  would  be  giving  too  much 
countenance  to  the  heresy.  But  is  it  a 
matter  of  question  in  the  mind  of  any  one, 
whether  he  would  have  been  permitted  to 
meet  me  there,  if  the  Presiding  Elder  had 


been  sensible  that  he  could  put  me  down. 
and  make  the  doctrine  of  God's  impartial 
and  unbounded  grace  appear,  to  the  large 
audiencu  tltat  would  have  been  assembled, 
as  absurd  and  ridiculous  as  our  opponents 
usually  represent  it  tobel  No ;  I  have  tiot 
a  doubt  but  he  would  have  encouraged  him 
in  tlie  course,  if  he  had  been  satisfied  that 
sucli  Would  have  been  the  testilt.  The  con¬ 
clusion  to  my  mind  is,  therefore,  irresisti¬ 
ble,  that  it  was  a  consciousness  that  the 
o|)inions  which  they  hold  cannor  be  main¬ 
tained  ill  “open  field  and  fair  play” — 
that  there  are  some  things  which  will  not 
bear  examination,  or  that  should  l>e  received 
on  the  authority  of  the  infallibility  of  the 
clergy.  Is  truth  so  feeble  that  it  cannot  be 
supported  in  the  presence  of  error?  Or 
rather,  is  it  tiot  error  that  cannot  bear  the 
light  of  truth?  3Vho  ever  knew  a  man 
that  was  conscious  of  his  own  integrity, 
who  feared  to  have  his  pockets  searched 
for  cotmterfeit  money  or  stolen  gomls? 

It  would  Ire  to  no  pur|)ose  to  allege  that 
iMr.  Neal  is  not  competent  to  manage  the 
subject  ;  fori  can  say  in  truth  of  him,  that 
I  do  not  recollect  any  one  who  has  ever 
met  me  in  debate  on  this  snlijcct,  that  ap¬ 
peared  to  me  to  tonnage  the  cause  Ixittcr 
than  he  did.  It  is,  in  my  view,  the  want  of 
a  good  cause,  not  a  deficiency  in  the  man, 
wliich  renders  them  unable  to  sustain  it, — 
I  would  recommend  to  Mr.  Neal  to  reflect 
on  the  command  of  Christ,  xxiii  Matt,  8, 
“  One  is  your  blaster,  even  Christ ;  and 
all  ye  are  brethren,”  that  he  may  not  be 
obliged  to  submit  to  human  authority,  con¬ 
trary  to  his  own  consciousness  of  what  is 
right;  ami  carefully  to  examine  that  doc¬ 
trine,  whtcii  his  “superiors”  tacitly  ac¬ 
knowledge  cannot  he  succe.ssfully  maintain¬ 
ed  in  public  debate,  and  see  whether  it  is 
wortliy  of  his  support ;  and  to  inquire  if  the 
reason,  which  has  been  assigned  ns  the 
cause  of  this  witlidrawal,  does  not  savor 
much  of  the  sjiirit  of  those  of  whom  we 
read  in  the  Bible,  “AVhichsay,  standby 
thyself,  come  not  near  me  ;  for  I  am  holier 
than  thott or  those  “that  trusted  in  them¬ 
selves  that  they  were  righteous,  and  despi¬ 
sed  others’'? 

1  might  tiotice  another  instance  of  Me¬ 
thodist  management  in  this  district,  which 
occurred  at  Ijiturens  Court-Iloitse,  when  I 
had  an  appointment  there  in  May  last;  but 
ns  I  gave  an  account  of  that  afliiir  to  one 
of  our  ministering  brethren,  which  may  find 
its  way  into  the  paper,  1  will  only  say,  that 
one  of  their  ministers  by  the  name  of  Walk¬ 
er,  exerted  himself  so  greatly  to  show  that 
the  devil  preached  that  all  tneti  would  be 
saved  in  their  sins,  that  some  of  the  audi¬ 
ence  were  convinced  that  he  irersonated  the 
devil  to  the  very  life  ;  and  ns  he  immedi¬ 
ately  fled  when  1  had  spoken  only  a  few 
words  to  him,  he  confirmed  the  idea  ;  as 
the  Scri[)tures  tell  us  to  resist  the  devil,  and 
he  will^ce  from  us.  And  we  read,  “Then 
satan  answered  the  Lord  and  said.  From 
going  to  and  fro  in  the  earth,  and  ical/cing 
up  and  down  in  it.”  By  this  it  appears  that 
satan  was  a  Walker  in  the  days  of  Job. 

I  am  confident  that  all  these  things  shall 


work  together  for  good.  They  have  a  direct 
tendency  to  open  the  eyes  of  the  people, 
and  induce  them  to  examine  the  subject  for 
them.solvc>s.  Having  full  confidence  in  the 
euoocaa  tlic  frutli,  I  can  bear  the  opposi¬ 
tion,  and  rejoice  in  the  belief,  that  though 
these  people  are  now  so  opposed  to  the  doc¬ 
trine  that  God  will  uUiinato]y  bless  all  his 
cliildren  as  well  as  themselves,  yet  ({0,0 
will  come  when  they  will  all  be  reconciica 
to  God,  and  made  alive  in  Christ,  and, 
therefore,  1  can  pray  for  them  even  though 
they  may  be  my  enemies.

regard  for  the  truth,  any  love  of  immortal  souls, 
any  desire  to  sustain  the  honor  of  your  cause, 
any  wish  to  regain  and  revive  the  faded  laurels 


of  John  Calvin — in  short,  ifyou  have  any  ambi¬ 
tion  to  redeem  the  departing  glories  of  I’resby- 
terianism,  I  beseech  you  to  prove  yourself  wor¬ 
thy  of  the  place  you  fill  and  the  talents  1  have 
supposed  you  to  possess.  1  have  not,  hereto¬ 
fore,  called  on  you  to  come  out  and  dofimd  your 
system  from  tho  assaults  that  have  been  made 
ujion  it  Ln  tho  course  of  this  series  of  letters; 
nor  have  I  supposed  it  would  be  of  any  use  to 
do  it  till  1  hud  concluded  what  I  had  to  say;  but 
having  now  completed  the  series,  I  think  1  have 
a  right  to  make  that  call ;  and  1  hope  it  will  not 
be  in  vain.  I  think  you  owe  it  to  me,  to  your 
congregation,  to  the  pnblic,  and  above  all,  to 
your  cause  and  your  God,  if  you  believe  Pres¬ 
byterianism  to  be  the  doctrine  of  the  Bible,  to 
come  forth  with  your  strung  reasons  to  sustain 
it.  If  you  neglect  this  solemn  and  imjrcrious 
duty,  what  will  tho  public  think  and  say  of  such 
neglect?  Can  it  not  be  as  justly  said  of  you, 
as  it  was  of  some  of  the  ancient  watchmen  of 
Israel,  by  the  prophet  Isaiah,  ‘‘  They  are  all 
dumb  dogs,  they  cannot  hark ;  sleeping,  lying 
doien,  loring  to  slumber'' f  And  how  will  you 
answer,  for  such  neglect,  to  your  conscience 
and  your  God?  If  you  see  me  and  multitudes 
of  others  embracing  what  you  believe  to  be  fiital 
and  destructive  errors,  errors  too  that  you  be¬ 
lieve  will  land  us  in  eternal  wo,  and  you  put 
not  forth  your  hand,  nor  lill  a  finger  to  save — 
if  you  believe  your  system  to  be  the  truth  that 
sanctifies  and  saves  the  souls  of  those  that  em¬ 
brace  it,  and  you  neglect  to  come  forth  and  de¬ 
fend  it  when  it  is  assaulted,  and  inconsequence 
of  this  neglect,  multitudes  never  see  nor  under¬ 
stand  that  truth,  and  multitudas  more  are  led  to 
renounce  and  give  it  up  forever,  to  their  eternal 
loss,  how,  I  ask,  will  you  answer  to  your  con¬ 
science  and  your  God,  for  such  neglect?  or  how 
appear  before  the  tribunal  of  your  final  Judge? 

I  hope.  Dear  Sir,  you  will  never  incur  the  guilt 
of  such  neglect. 

You  will  have  nothing  to  Icar,  Sir,  by  coining 
up  manfully  to  the  work  of  investigation — at 
least  nothing  that  a  good  and  honest  man  need 
viar.  For  truth  can  never  siifler  by  investiga¬ 
tion — it  always  appears  to  still  greater  advan¬ 
tage — and  tho  more  severe  tho  fiery  ordeal  it 
endures,  tho  brighter  will  the  gold  appear  when 
it  comes  forth.  And  should  you  succeed  in  cs- 
tabiishing  your  own  doctrine  and  removing  all 
objections,  in  overthrowing  mine  and  convin¬ 
cing  me  of  my  error,  you  certainly  will  not 
deem  the  labor  spent  in  vain  ;  for  in  that  case  I 
promise  you  I  would  at  once  renounce  mv  doc¬ 
trine  and  embrace  yours,  and  as  zealously  de¬ 
fend  as  I  now  oppose  it.  And  if,  on  the  o'her 
hand,  you  should  fail,  bo  overcome  in  the  strug¬ 
gle,  and  your  system  whelmed  in  ruin,  your 
defeat  would  be  a  victory,  and  tho  downfall  of 
your  system,  your  triumph — and  fiir  this  plain 
reason:  you  are  constantly  praying  that  your 
doctrine  m.ay  be  false  and  mine  true,  ami  by 
such  downfill  of  the  fitrmer  you  would  have  the 
joyful  satisfaction  of  believing  yonr  prayers 
were  answered,  and,  with  mo,  you  would  tri¬ 
umph  in  the  hope  of  a  world’s  salvation. 

I  have  now  done.  I  Jiave  used  great  plain¬ 
ness  of  speech,  perhaps  too  great;  if  so,  I  trust 
you  will  pardon  the  error.  If  in  aught  I  have 
said  I  have  injured  your  feelings,  I  sincerely 
rezret  it.  I  did  not  intend  it.  I  abhor  the  dis¬ 
tinguishing  doctrines  ofyour  creed,  esteem  them 
false  and  pernicious,  and  while  I  remain  of  my 
present  opinion,  shall  do  all  that  I  can  in  an 
honest  and  honorable  way  to  oppose  them ;  but 
for  your  person,  yonr  character  and  your  hap¬ 
piness,  I  entertain  the  highest  and  sinccrest  re¬ 
gard.  As  a  man  and  a  citizen,  I  highly  respect 
you;  as  a  Christian  and  philanthropist,  I  love 


you.  I  shall  ever  pray  firr  your  prosperity  and 
happiness,  and  would  cheerfully  do  aught  in 
my  power  to  increase  them ;  and  equally  happy 
shall  I  ever  be  to  reciprocate  with  you  the  kind 
offices  of  friendship  and  the  tokens  of  brotherly 
love.  A  difference  of  faith,  though  my  feelings 
in  regard  to  systems  are  what  I  have  expressed, 
yet  alters  not  my  affections  or  feelings  for  the 
man.

TEST  OF  FELLOWSHIP. 

The  Hudson  River  Association  of  Universal- 
ists,  at  their  last  session,  established  the  follow¬ 
ing  tests  of  fellowship  for  candidates  for  the 
ministry.  1.  Tho  study  of  theology,  for  six 
months,  under  a Univcrsalist  preacher.  S.  An 
acquaintance  with  English  Grammar.  3.  An 
acquaintance  with  Logic.  4.  An  acquaintance 
with  Rhetoric.  5.  The  delivery  of  a  moral  or 
religious  essay  befpre  the  committee. 

Wo  have  time,  this  week,  only  to  dwell  brief' 
ly  on  the  first  test,  leaving  the  others  for  an¬ 
other,  and  mure  convenient  season.  I  shall 
examine  them',  all,  with  reference  to  my  own 
situation  three  years  ago — for  what  teas  my  case, 
may  bo  tlie  case  of  others. 

I  was  unable  to  suspend  for  a  time  the  busi¬ 
ness  on  which  I  and  my  family  were  dependent 
for  bread.  I  was  unable  to  afford  any  expense. 
Tho  nearest  Universalist  preacher,  in  any 
wise  superior  to  myself  in  the  study  of  theolo¬ 
gy,  lived  seventy-five  miles  off ;  but  had  it  been 
only  twenty-five  I  could  not  have  afforded  to 
study  with  him — and  therefore  to  have  com¬ 
plied  with  the  first  requisition,  only,  would  have 
reduced  me  to  beggary.  This  single  requisition, 
then,  would  have  debarred  me,  perhaps  for¬ 
ever,  from  the  fellowship  of  our  order,  had  it 
then  been  a  general  rule  among  us. 

Perhaps  I  thought  and  read  to  as  much  pur¬ 
pose  as  if  I  had  been  under  the  same  roof  with  a 
man  wearing  a  black  coat,  and  having  a  letter 
of  fellowship  in  his  possession — but  then  I  did 
not  study  with  a  preacher — I  was  my  own 
teacher,  and  saved  a  teacher’s  fees — and  for  a 
certificate  I  brought  the  recommendation  of  a 
people,  many  of  whom  had  known  me  from  in¬ 
fancy,  and  all  of  whom  had  heard  me  preach 
l<>r  some  months.  Had  this  not  been  sufficient, 
I  never  would  have  entered  the  fellowship  of 
our  order — I  might  have  preached — but  not  as 
one  in  fellowship  with  an  aristocracy  of  learn¬ 
ing  and  wealth.  I  was  a  Universalist  in  feeling 
then — I  trust  I  am  one  now — and  therefore  feel 
bound  to  reprob.ite  a  rule  which  shall  tend  to 
ensure  to  the  old  preachers,  the  tuition  fees  of 
the  young  ones — which  will  tend  to  exclude  all 
from  tho  ministry  except  the  wealthy— or  those 
who  live  near  enough  to  some  preacher  who 
will  have  sufficient  charity  (for  ability  in  the 
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teacher  it  not  required)  to  instruct  a  poor  man, 
with  a  large  family  perhaps,  how  to  preach  the 
Gospel  111  It  may  not  have  been  meant  for, 
but  it  certainly  may  become,  and  will  be  view¬ 
ed  as  a  scheme  of  Universalist  priests,  to  train 
young  men  in  thdr  footsteps,  and  win  from 
them  fees  ofinitiation  into  the  ministry.  Being 
absolutely  useless,  we  hope  our  brethren  of  that 
Association  will  speedily  abolish  it  as  one  of 
the  abominations  of  Partialism. 

We  regret  that  we  arc  compelled  thus  to  differ 
in  sentiment  from  this  act  of  our  brethren  in 
Council  assembled — we  regret  it  still  more,  be¬ 
cause  our  convictions  of  duty  require  us  to  make 
public  our  dissent,  and  again,  reluctantly,  be¬ 
come  somewhat  of  a  disturber  of  the  peace,  fur 
the  sake  of  peace.  But  regarding,  as  we  do, 
this  measure  as  one  of  threatening  ill  to  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  our  order — the  liberty  of  our  institutions, 
and  the  rights  of  many  of  our  brethren — we 
cannot  hold  our  peace.  We  do  fear  that  these 
measures  will  be,  if  allowed  and  continued 
among  us,  the  beginning  of  an  evil  that  will  ul¬ 
timately  drive  from  our  order  the  honest,  libe¬ 
ral,  and  independent  minded,  and  sink  us  into 
the  intolerance  and  despotism  of  our  Purtialist 
brethren.  Long  before  this  takes  place,  we, 
for  one,  shall  bid  the  iniqiiity-sunkcn  ship 
good-bye  forever.  The  doctrine  wo  cannot 
forsake,  nor  leave  its  ministry,  so  long  as  we 
believe  it  true — but  an  inquisitorial,  intolerant 
or  despotic  order  we  cannot  fellowship,  and 
prefer  braving  error  single-handed,  to  wearing 
any  yoke  other  than  that  of  Jesus,  or  bearing 
any  burden  save  that  of  duty. 

In  our  next  we  will  attend  to  the  remaining 
tests  of  fellowship.  G.

When  I  commenced  it,  as  I  did  not  expect  to 
make  money  by  it,  so  I  did  nut  intend  it  should 
interfere  with  my  other  avocations.  Of  course, 
I  did  not  suppose  it  would  be  expected  of  me  to 
issue  it  at  regular  intervals.  The  January  num¬ 
ber  was  not  issued  until  early  in  the  Spring — 
the  December  number  will  appear  early  in  No¬ 
vember.  I  commenced  with  a  patronage  of  only 
one  thousand  one  hundred  copies,  at  a  lower 
rate  than  I  could  well  afford  the  w’ork,  and  on 
an  increased  patronage  of  two  thousand  five 
hundred  was  obliged  to  reprint  the  first  num¬ 
bers.  This— together  with  the  sickness  ofhands 
during  my  absence  at  the  South,  the  press  of 
business  in  the  bindery  where  1  had  the  sheets 
pressed  and  the  pamphlets  trimmed,  and  the 
difficulty  of  procuring  copy  from  the  friends 
who  promised  to  fiirnish  it — delayed  the  print¬ 
ing  of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  numbers  until 
just  before  the  Cholera  broke  out  in  this  city. — 
I  was  not  successful  in  getting  a  sufficient  quan¬ 
tity  of  sheets  of  these  numbers  pressed,  before 
every  bindery  in  this  place  was  closed,  and  the 
issuing  of  the  Visitant  completely  suspended. — 
We  went  on  printing  numbers  seven,  eight  and 


nine — and  are  now  burying  these,  and  othet 
lacking  numbers  through  the  necessary  prepa¬ 
rations  for  sending  them  out,  as  fast  as  wo  can, 
so  that  in  a  week,  at  farthest,  our  patrons  may 
expect  all  their  wants  supplied  up  to  number 
ten— and  the  other  numbers  will  soon  follow. 
A  few  special  replies,  in  addition  to  this  general 
answer  to  inquiries,  and  we  close. 

No  orders  were  received  from  Br.  S.  M.,  for 
Fairport  and  Lysander,  under  those  names. — 
If  any  order  from  Alexander  teas  sent,  it  has 
escaped  our  memory — we  have  no  such  name 
on  our  list.  No  remittance,  save  for  one,  and 
$4  for  another  person,  was  received  from  Bel¬ 
fast— nor  did  Br.  J.  L.,  or  the  P.  M.,  order  the 
other  thirty-five  copies — the  former  only  said 
he  soon  expected  to  order  them.  They  will 
note  be  forwarded. 

Very  small  packages  to  be  sent  by  line  boats, 
arc  not  only  an  incumbrance,  but  a  hazard — we 
thcrcf(>rc  send  several  numbers  in  one  package. 

Will  we  continue  the  work  another  year  1 — 
That  depends  on  circumstances.  It  is  a  thank¬ 
less  task  in  many  respects,  and  a  profitless  one 
in  comparison  with  the  trouble  this  volume  has 
given  us.  We  have  frequently  waited  for  pro¬ 
mised  copy  till  the  last  moment,  and  then,  under 
very  embarrassing  circumstances,  have  had  to 
furnish  it  ourself.  Wc  have,  thus  far,  written 
more  than  half  of  the  whole  work,  often  at  the 
expense  of  our  other  business.  If  we  can  get 
copy  without  writing  it  ourself,  (we  are  wil¬ 
ling  to  pay  for  it  in  Visitants) — if  wo  can  pub¬ 
lish  without  interfering  with  our  necessary  bu¬ 
siness — and  can  get  patronage  for  two  tho'isand 
copies,  (wo  now  have  about  three  thousand,) 
we  may  commence  a  second  volume  next 
Spring,  after  giving  due  notice  of  the  same.

PUT  DOWN  THE  PRESS! 

The  Western  Courier,  printed  at  Ravenna, 
Portage  county,  Ohio,  has  issued  an  Extra  con¬ 
taining  an  account  of  an  attempt  to  put  down 
the  freedom  of  that  press.  A  correspondent  of 
good  name  and  character  furnished  a  commu¬ 
nication  to  the  Courier,  stating  that  several  com¬ 
missioners  of  the  county — all  Presbyterians — 
had  deeded  one  of  the  county  lots  (presented  to 
the  county,  by  the  proprietor  oftlie  county  town, 
for  the  purpose  of  having  erected  thereon  the 
county  buildings)  to  the  Presbyterian  church  for 
a  meetinghouse  plat.  The  people  of  the  county  ' 
indignant  at  this  sectarian  dishonesty,  ejected  the 
Presbyterian  Deacon  Commissioners,  and  elect¬ 
ed  others  at  succeeding  elections.  A  suit  was 
instituted  fi)r  the  recovery  of  the  lot  to  the  coun¬ 
ty.  By  some  influence  the  court  confirmed  the 
title  of  the  church  to  the  lot.  The  correspond¬ 
ent  freely  states  the  case,  the  evidence  presented 
before  the  court,  the  court’s  decision,  and  bis 
reasons  why  the  decision  is  not  correct.  For 
publishing  this  temperate,  respectful  and  candid 
communication — several  Presbyterian  subscri¬ 


bers  unite  in  withdrawing  their  subscriptions  to 
the  Courier,  styling  the  article  “  subversive  of 
truth,  sound  morals  and  good  order,”  &c.  See.
